Summary of reasons for decision: 


The computer moving image file is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the 
use of violence or coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. 

The video clip depicts the sexual assault of an unconscious young man who has allegedly been 
dmgged. Whether it is genuine or has been expertly staged, it presents as a real sexual assault. It is 
intended for the sexual arousal of adult viewers, and its availability is capable of creating or 







reinforcing a sexual interest in rape and sexual violence. 


The classification impinges on the right to freedom of expression as per the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. However, the classification is consistent with Parliament’s intention that 
publications falling under s3(2) are deemed objectionable. It also reflects the concern of a free 
and democratic society to limit the availability of material that promotes and supports sexual 
violence.
